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HE British Government 
is facing a situation just 
&s gloomy in its way as the

1947. A serious fuel crisis is 
not only possible but likely 
if the weather in January 
and February is severe 

Added to difficulties 
the Government faces a trans- 
port crisis which im cold 
weather could multiply the 
consequences of thé fuel 
shortage threefold Though 
more coal is being mined 
then used, the railways have 
neither the men nor the equip- 
ment to carry it without long 
ana disruptive delays. Many 
Of these ills could be eased 
iw there were enough steel 
both to rearm and to man- 
wfacture new equipment for 
industry. But there will be 
netther enough iron 
enough German sel «rap 
to provide the necessary raw 
material to keep Britain's new 
steel mills running at top 
capacity 

All this might 
the Churchii] Government if 
N could see ahead of i? the 
spring and an end to these cold- 
weather troubles But th 
biggest cause of anxiety in 
Britain today is not the 
minor and temporary irrite- 
Noms of power and gas cuts 
cr fewer trains — it is the 
high cost of living By now 
the shops have head time to 
refiect higher world prices 
for imported wool, cotton, tin 
end other raw materials. From 
now on it is wages which 
will be the biggest threat to 
economic stability. Uniess the 
Government can prevent an- 
other round of wage increases. 
prices in Gritain are bound 
to start another circle in the 
fatal inflationary spiral 

This problem of wages and 
inflation would not be 
acute u Britain were

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New Makers of British. M.E. Policy

LONDON. -- 
HO will be the men to 
share the new Govern- 
ments Middle Eastern Policy’. 
Before 1 list their names, a 
few things about the general 
position of the Conservatives 
and the Middle East must be 
stressed 
During the last two years 
the Conservatives heve become 
far more Middle-East con- 
scious than the Labour Party. 
To the fighting in Patestine. 
both—with individual eren 
tions—edopted much the same 
attitude. Since then, the La- 
bour Party hes become in- 
creasingly disinteresied in the 
Middle East. while Conser- 
vatives have become steadily 
more concerned. 


One reason was that in the 
Labour Party there were less 
than six members with any 
real knowledge of the area. 
There were others particu- 
larly some of the Jewish Mes 
- who were so par-isaniy 
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Zionist thet they carried no 


weight whatsoever, even with 
their friends. Men like Cross- 
man, who knew something 
about the Middle East, chop- 
pod and changed so often that 
they bore little influence with 
the Government and even less 
with the Foreign Office. 
Conservative ‘Experts’ 

The position in the Con- 
servative Party has been dif 
ferent. Here was a tradition 
of interest In the Middle East, 
many of the so-called experts 
and authorities are associated 
with the Party. Since the end 
of the Palestine war, these 
men worried about the effects 
of 'tsrael on the general struc- 
ture of the Middle East and 
formed, same me ago. a 
Conservative Middle East 
Committee embracing mem 
bers of both Houses. 

These Conservatives ere 
simost all ex-Foreign Office 
officials or Ministers who had 
direct experience in the area, 
if not with the Foreign 
Service, then in the Army. 


Their influence on policy is 
bound to be greater than that 
of any similar Labour body 
composed of Zionists and 
critics of the Foreign Office. 


Tt is worth while looking 
at the camposition of the Con- 
servative Middle Eastern Com- 
mittee. Tt is headed by two 
retired Foreign Office officials 
acm. Lord 
British Ambassador to Pop: 
from 1936 until 1947, and Sir 
Kinahan Cornwallis. consider- 
ed the Foreign Offic@’s out- 
standing Middle East authority 
Quring the war years. 


The rest of the Committee 
is comparatively young, apact 
from the new Foreign Secre- 
‘ary himself. Eden, thouc 
not a member, has been very 
close to the Committee. Amos 
those listened to are two sons 
of two famous men: the er- 
old son of the one-time Higa 
Commissioner of Egypt, Lord 
Lloyd and 32-year-old Julian 
Amery, son of the one-time 
Cc‘onial Secretary.
